Gingrich Slams ‘Carpet-Bombing’ 


Former House speaker 
lashes out at Romney 
for brutal salvo in Fla. 


Miami 

Newt Gingrich slammed GOP rival 
Mitt Romney on Sunday for the 
steady stream of attacks he likened 
to “carpet-bombing ” trying to cut 
into the resurgent front-runner’s lead 
in Florida in the dwindling hours 
before Tuesday’s pivotal presiden- 
tial primary. 

In what has become a wildly 
unpredictable race, the momentum 
has swung back to Romney, stag- 
gered last weekend by Gingrich’s 
victory in South Carolina. Romney 
has begun advertising in Nevada 
ahead of that state’s caucuses next 
Saturday, illustrating the challenges 
ahead for Gingrich, who has pledged 
to push ahead no matter what hap- 
pens in Florida. 

The race has grown more bitter 
and personal in Florida. The intense 
effort by Romney to slow Gingrich is 
comparable to his strategy against 
Gingrich in the closing month before 
Iowa’s leadoff caucuses Jan. 3. 

Gingrich led in Iowa polls, lifted 
by what were hailed as strong per- 
formances in televised debates, only 
to dip in the face of withering attacks 
by Romney, aided immensely by ads 
sponsored by a political committee. 




Romney Fights On 

Mitt Romney returned more of his attention Sun- 
day to President Obama, but he hasn’t relented in 
attacking Newt Gingrich. With a political commit- 
tee, Romney has spent $6.8 million in ads criticiz- 
ing Gingrich in the Florida campaign’s final week. 
His efforts may be paying off: An NBC News/Marist 
poll published Sunday showed Romney with sup- 
port from 42 percent of likely Florida primary vot- 
ers, compared with 27 percent for Gingrich, (ap) 


Preoccupied 

The other two hopefuls still in the 
race for the GOP nomination have 
seen their efforts in Florida dwindle: 

» Rick Santorum: Trailing in Florida, 
the ex-Pennsylvania senator stayed in 
his home state Sunday, where his 
3-year-old daughter, Bella, who has a 
genetic condition, was hospitalized. 
Aides said he would resume campaign- 
ing as quickly as possible. 

» Ron Paul: The Texas representative 
is looking ahead to Nevada. His 
campaign has focused on gathering 
delegates in caucus states, where it’s 
less expensive to campaign, (ap) 


In Florida, Romney aides have 
popped up at Gingrich events to 
question Gingrich’s conservative 
credentials. 

Gingrich has responded in turn. 
“This party is not going to nominate 
somebody who is a pro-abortion, pro- 
gun-control, pro-tax-increase liber- 
al,” Gingrich said at an evangelical 
Christian church in Lutz, calling 
himself the more loyal conservative 
on key social issues. 

It was unclear how aggressive- 
ly Gingrich would be able to com- 
pete in states beyond Florida. The 
next televised debate, a format Ging- 
rich has used to his advantage, is not 
until Feb. 22, more than three weeks 
away, thomas beaumont (ap)

At Least 10 Killed in Massive Fla. Pileup 


Gainesville, Fla. 

A long line of cars and trucks col- 
lided one after another early Sun- 
day on a dark Florida highway so 
shrouded in haze and smoke that 
drivers were virtually blinded. At 
least 10 people were killed. 

Visibility was so poor that when 
rescuers first arrived, they could 
only listen for screams and moans 
to locate victims, police said. At 
least 18 people were hurt.

Authorities were still trying to 
determine what caused the pile- 
up south of Gainesville on Inter- 
state 75, which had been closed for 
a time before the accident because 
of the mixture of fog and heavy 
smoke from a brush fire that may 
have been intentionally set. 

At least five cars and six tractor- 
trailers were involved, and some 
burst into flames. 

Photographs of the scene 
revealed a gruesome aftermath. 


with twisted, burned-out vehi- 
cles scattered across the pave- 
ment, and smoke still rising above 
the wreckage. 

Cars appeared to have smashed 
into the big rigs and, in one case, 
a motor home. Some cars were 
crushed beneath the heavier 
trucks. 

Reporters who were allowed to 
view the site saw one tractor-trailer 
that was burned down to its skel- 
eton, with charred pages of books 
and magazines in its cargo area. 
Bodies were still visible inside a 
burned-out Grand Prix. (ap)

Backstory ... 

Insider trading laws apply to all Americans, but CBS’ “60 Minutes" in No- 
vember said members of Congress get a pass, citing investment deals. The 
report raised questions about trades by House Speaker John Boehner, R-Ohio, 
and Rep. Spencer Bachus, R-Ala., and the husband of Minority Leader Nancy 
Pelosi, D-Calif. All denied using insider information in trading, but the report

Bill would prohibit 
misuse of nonpublic 
info by Congress 

Washington 

Aware that most Americans would 
like to dump them all, members of 
Congress hope to regain a sense of 
trust by subjecting themselves to 
tougher penalties for insider trading 
and requiring stock transactions to 
be disclosed within 30 days. 

A procedural vote Monday 
would allow the Senate later this 
week to pass a bill banning mem- 
bers of Congress from using non- 
public information for their per- 
sonal benefit or “tipping” others to 


inside info they could trade on. 

House Majority Leader Eric 
Cantor, R-Va., said he’s working 
on an expanded bill that would go 
beyond stock transactions, and ban 
lawmakers from making land deals 
and other investments based on 
what they learned in Congress. 

The Senate version of the Stop 
Trading on Congressional Knowl- 


edge (STOCK) Act — written by 
Sens. Kirsten Gillibrand, D-N.Y., and 
Scott Brown, R-Mass. — would sub- 
ject any member of Congress who 
violates the ban on insider trading to 
investigation and prosecution. 

President Obama endorsed it in 
the State of the Union address on 
Tuesday, saying he would “sign it 
tomorrow.” (ap)

Cheered by tens of thousands, 
the 66-year-old opposition lead- 
er electrified Myanmar’s repres- 
sive political landscape every- 
where she traveled Sunday on her 
first political tour of the country- 
side since her party registered to 
run in a historic ballot that could 


see her elected to parliament for 
the first time. 

“We will bring democracy to the 
country,” Suu Kyi said to roaring 
applause in the southern coastal 
district of Dawei. 

Suu Kyi’s campaign and by-elec- 
tions due April 1 are being watched 
closely by the international com- 
munity, which sees the vote as a 
crucial test of whether the mili- 


tary-backed government is really 
committed to reform. 

The mere fact that Suu Kyi was 
able to speak openly in public in 
Dawei — and her supporters were 
able to greet her en masse without 
fear of reprisal — was proof of dra- 
matic progress itself Such scenes

Syrian Forces Besiege 
Opposition Near Capital 


Beirut 

The Syrian military launched an 
offensive to regain control of sub- 
urbs on the eastern edge of Damas- 
cus on Sunday, storming neigh- 
borhoods and clashing with army 
defectors in fierce fighting that 
killed at least 12 people, activ- 
ists said. 

Some of the fighting on Sunday 
was only two miles from Damas- 
cus, in Ein Tarma, making it the 
closest yet to the capital as Presi- 
dent Bashar Assad’s regime push- 
es to uproot protesters and dissi- 
dent soldiers who have joined the 
opposition. The spike in violence 
has killed nearly 100 people since 
Thursday. 

The 10 -month uprising against 
Assad, which began with large- 
ly peaceful demonstrations, has 
grown increasingly militarized 
as more protesters have taken up 
arms against the regime. 

The assault on the suburbs 
seemed to be a sign of the growing 
presence of dissident soldiers closer

The U.N. is holding talks on a new 

resolution on Syria and next week 
will discuss an Arab League peace 
plan aimed at ending the crisis.

Occupiers' Ire Rises 



An arrest sparks 
tension ahead of 
plans to enforce a 
ban on camping 

Washington 

Tensions between Occupy D.C. 
protesters and law enforcement 
increased Sunday afternoon with 
the arrest of a demonstrator and the 
steady approach of Monday’s noon 
deadline to enforce a ban on over- 
night camping. 

Tempers flared around midday 
after police subdued a protester in 
McPherson Square with an electric 
shock. Several protesters accused 
the police of using excessive force, 
saying the demonstrator had been 
handcuffed by two police officers 
before a third used the electronic 
device to stun him. 

A video of the incident, posted 
on YouTube, appears to show that 
the man was not handcuffed when 
police used the device. 

The encounter occurred as U.S. 


Park Police passed out fliers warn- 
ing of the deadline to begin enforc- 
ing a long-standing ban on camping 
overnight in the square. A protest- 
er known as “Lash” became angry 
when police entered his tent, dem- 
onstrators said. 

“He told them: ‘Get out of here; 
get out of my tent. You’ve already 
given us enough of these,”’ said 
Tracy Keith, 49, a researcher from 
Raleigh, N.C., who has been in the 
square for months. 

Keith said the protester ripped 
up the flier and followed the police 
around the encampment, tearing 
down other fliers as the confronta- 
tion escalated.

Violence Flares in Calif. 

Officials in Oakland, Calif., assessed damage to City Hall caused by Occupy protesters 
while leaders of the movement claimed Sunday that police acted illegally in arresting 
hundreds of demonstrators and could face a lawsuit. Dozens of people broke into City 
Hall on Saturday, smashing display cases, spray-painting graffiti and burning an Ameri- 
can flag. Saturday’s protests— the most turbulent since police dismantled an Occupy 
encampment there in November — came days after the group threatened to try to shut 
down the Port of Oakland for a third time, occupy the airport and take over City Hall. The 
break-in culminated a day of clashes between protesters and police. Nearly 400 people 
were arrested, police said, and at least three officers and a protester were injured. ( ap) 


Time’s Up 

U.S. Park Police will 
begin enforcing camping 
regulations on Monday 
at noon at McPherson 
Square, where protesters 
have been camping 
since October. The rules 
prohibit bedding or lying 
down to sleep in federal 
parks at night. Some 
campers spoke Saturday 
of staging a "sleep strike," 
or remaining in the park at 
night without lying down, 
in narrow compliance with 
the rules. Organizers also 
said tents would still be 
allowed as long as they did 
not turn them into winter 
burrows.

Metro is like a homeowner who 
decides to remodel the kitchen, bed- 
room, bathroom, basement and din- 
ing room — all at the 
same time — and 
not only lives in the 
place while the work 
is under way but also 
invites the neighbors 
to drop by anytime. 

This weekend, 
posters abound- 
ed at Dupont Cir- 
cle warning riders that the tran- 
sit authority is about to shut one 
of the station’s two entrances for 
834 months, and take out the three 


crummy escalators and replace 
them. But that’s just the begin- 
ning. I have a copy of Metro’s evil 
plan. It’s called the capital budget 
for fiscal years 2013-2018. Here’s 
what’s in store for us. 


Dupont Circle 

Dave Kubicek, the deputy general 
manager for operations, pledges that 
the escalators on the north side of 
the station wiU be working when the 
south side is closed starting Wednes- 


day for the $13 million renovation. 
Kubicek said that if there’s any delay 
in fixing the north escalators, he will 
postpone the shutdown. After that, 
Metro says, it will have mechanics 
on call to fix problems. 

Maintenance, 2012 

Because of maintenance, shuttles 
replaced trains between Dupont and 
Van Ness this past weekend. Through 
June, parts of the line will experience 
five similar disruptions. Parts of the 
Orange Line are scheduled for seven 
such breaks through June. 

Replacements 

The capital budget for fiscal years 
2013-2018 includes 300 new rail 


cars to replace the oldest ones in 
the fleet; restoration of the auto- 
mated train controls, which also 
would contribute to smoother rides; 
rehabilitation of 32 miles of track; 
and replacement of 550 buses and 
refurbishment of 600 others. And 
having come to the conclusion 
that some of its problem-plagued 
equipment isn’t worth rehabilitat- 
ing, Metro will replace 94 escala- 
tors and 18 elevators. 

Is it getting better? 

Metro GM Richard Sarles said yes. 
For example, on-time performance 
is getting better. But riders will 
see the improvements in “incre- 
mental, small steps,” he said. This 
month, he told Metro board mem- 
bers: “This budget is one step along 
the way of rebuilding Washington

Poll: Pr. George's 
Backs Slots Casino 


Washington 

Bringing slots to Prince George’s 
County, an idea long resisted by 
local leaders, is supported by most 
Marylanders, with Prince George’s 
residents tilting in favor, a Wash- 
ington Post poll has found. 

The poll found 57 percent of the 
county’s residents say they would 
support a slots casino at a location 
such as Rosecroft Raceway or Nation- 
al Harbor, and 41 percent oppose it. 
That prospect — being debated dur- 
ing Maryland’s 90-day legislative ses- 
sion — has the support of a similar 
share of residents statewide. 


By 2-to-l, Marylanders say slots 
have been a good thing for the state. 
And more than six in 10 support 
allowing Las Vegas-style table games, 
such as blackjack and roulette, at 
existing state casinos — something 
already embraced in Delaware, Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia. 

Marylanders’ receptiveness to 
gambling comes as lawmakers give 
the most serious consideration to the 
most wide-ranging changes in Mary- 
land’s slots program since 2008, 
when voters authorized five casi- 
nos — the third of which is expect- 
ed to open in June in Anne Arundel

Assistant coach joins

Any successful defensive back will 
tell you that having a short memo- 
ry ranks high on the list of require- 
ments for playing the position. 

Give up a big play — no matter 
how costly — and a corner or safety 
must flush it from his mind, move 
onto the next snap and try again. 
Dwelling on one letdown will lead 
only to more failures. 

So it should come as no sur- 
prise that new Redskins defen- 
sive backs coach Raheem Morris, 


who was fired earlier this month 
as head coach of the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers, wanted nothing to 
do with the post-firing sabbatical 
that many coaches take. 

“I don’t do time off I’m a foot- 
ball coach,” said Morris, a former 
safety at Hofstra University. 

The Buccaneers fired Morris on 
Jan. 2. A year after a 10-2 campaign 
in his second season at the helm. 


Morris and his team in 2011 failed 
to overcome a rash of injuries after 
a 4-2 start and ended the year on 
a 10-game losing streak. 

But drawing on that defen- 
sive back train of thought, Mor- 
ris quickly turned his attention to 
the future. 

Two days after his dismissal, 
Morris interviewed with the Red- 
skins. He left Washington with an

offer but asked for time to consider 
his options. Two days after that, he 
interviewed with the Vikings for 
their defensive coordinator posi- 
tion, but Minnesota continued to 
interview other candidates. 

Morris on Jan. 11 verbally 
accepted the Redskins’ offer for a 
one-year deal. The very next day, 
Minnesota called with an offer. But 
Morris declined, even though his 
position with Washington carried 
less responsibility. 

“A lot of people might think it’s 
a missed opportunity not going to 
Minnesota after they offered,” Morris 
said. “But I believe that in this game, 
all you have is your word and your 
tape, and I gave these guys my word.”

Djokovic Is the Last Man Standing

3rd-straight Grand 
Slam title comes in 
the longest final ever

Novak Djokovic ripped off his shirt 
and let out a primal scream, flex- 
ing his torso the way a prizefight- 
er would after a desperate, last- 
round knockout. 

This was the final act in Djok- 
ovic’s 5-7, 6-4, 6-2, 6-7 (5), 7-5 
victory over Rafael Nadal in the 
Australian Open final — a sweat- 
drenched, sneaker-squeaking 
five-hour, 53-minute endurance 
contest that ended at 1:37 a.m. 
Monday in Melbourne. 

Djokovic overcame a break in 
the fifth set to win his fifth Grand 
Slam tournament and third in a 


row. None, though, quite like this. 
This one involved tears, sweat and, 
yes, even a little blood. It was the 


longest Grand Slam singles final 
in the history of pro tennis, and 
it came against Nadal, the play- 


er who built a career on his tenac- 
ity — on outlasting opponents in 
matches like these. 

“It was obvious on the court for 
everybody who has watched the 
match that both of us, physical- 
ly, we took the last drop of ener- 
gy that we had from our bodies,” 
Djokovic said. “We made history 
tonight and, unfortunately, there 
couldn’t be two winners.” 

When the drama was final- 
ly over at Rod Laver Arena, the 
24-year-old Djokovic joined Laver, 
Pete Sampras, Roger Federer and 
Nadal as the only men who have 
won three consecutive majors since 
the Open Era began in 1968. Nadal 
was his vanquished opponent in 
all three. 

Djokovic will go for the “Nole 
Slam” at Roland Garros in May.

Everyone’s Town 


BeLgian-born Gotye's 
‘Making Mirrors' rocks 
American influences

Last year, Wally De Backer — the Bel- 
gian-born, Australia-based singer- 
songwriter now known as Gotye — 
landed a once-in-a-lifetime hit with 
“Somebody That I Used to Know,” a 
subtle breakup song that launched 
a thousand remixes and more than 
10 million YouTube views.

Gotye sings in English — 
indeed, he’s a better American 
pop singer than most American 
pop singers — and “Making Mir- 
rors” — his restless, often sublime 
third disc — suggests he has dis- 
tinctly American tastes: It refer- 
ences Elvis, classic rock, ’90s post- 
modern pop and more. 

“Making Mirrors” often seems 
like a well-thumbed compendi- 
um of other people’s good ideas, 
which is harder to pull off than it 
seems. Gotye resembles a post-mil- 
lennial, slightly more enthusiastic 
Beck, complete with tentative fal- 


setto (“Easy Way Out”). “Smoke 
and Mirrors” borrows from ’60s 
psychedelic pop, though it seems 
inspired as much by Freud (’’Moth- 
er/Are you watching?”) as by the 
Mamas and the Papas. 

“Making Mirrors” is heavy on 
samples and atypical pop instru- 


mentation (it has what might now 
be the world’s most famous xylo- 
phone solo). On its best tracks, 
Gotye’s weird mixture of borrowed 
and invented makes for the warm- 
est, most accessible bedroom pop 
album in memory, allison stewart

Ne-Yo believes the record industry 
is segregated, and he has hopes of 
changing that as the new senior 
vice president of artists and rep- 
ertoire for Motown Records. 

Even though Motown’s legend 
is rooted in black music, it was 
music that appealed to everyone, 
helping to unite a nation in some- 
times-divisive times. As a top exec 
at Motown, Ne-Yo wants to unite 
people musically once again. 

“I want to get back to a place 
where everybody’s listening to the 
same thing no matter what race, 
color, creed you are,” the singer said 
Wednesday. “[Now] there’s music 
that’s specifically for black people 
and there’s music that’s specifical- 
ly for white people, and I feel like 
the essence of music is lost when 
you do that.” 

The 32-year-old says he is look- 
ing to sign artists who have a drive 
and a tremendous work ethic, not 
just one-hit wonders. “I definitely 
plan on making sure the people 
I bring to the industry are going 
to be an asset to the industry as 
opposed to a liability,” said Ne-Yo. 
“It’s more than ‘She looks good in a 
short skirt’ or ‘He looks good with 
his shirt off.’”

release his fifth album this sum- 
mer, will also move to the Motown 
Records roster. He has released 
his four albums on Island Def Jam 
Music Group. 

He’s also an actor: Ne-Yo 
appears in “Red Tails,” about the 
Tuskegee Airmen, who were the 
first black fighter pilots to serve 
in the U.S. military. It debuted at 
No. 2 with $19.2 million, despite 
some concerns that a black-themed 
film would not appeal to a main- 
stream audience. “It always feels 
good to beat the odds,” he said.
